Mr. WILSON J. PAB^, 1448 North Delaware Street, 
Xndlanapolla, Indiana, on Octpber l8, 193dj advised that he read 
of the [August 1938 National States Rights Peo'ty Convention to 
i>e held' that month In Louisville, Kentucky. PARKS stated that 
he then wrote to the organization and received an Invitation 
to the .convention. PARKS stated that he attended the convention 
and,while In a group at a hotel In Louisville, he met an Individual 
whoso name he cannot recall, but who was from somewhere In the 
Deep South. PARKS stated that he later received a letter from 
. this Individual enclosing an application for membership In the 
Ku Klux Klan. PARKS stated that he returned this to the sender 
with the notation that he was too old to Join and that he 
.already'belonged to too'many organizations. 

PARKS stated that he was born July I6, I888 In Missouri 
and due to his, age, his memory Is fading. -He did state, however, 
that he recalls belonging- to the Ku Klux Klan In Indiana In the 
;■ middle 1920s when It was a major political party’in Indiana.'

Alabama State Senator SAM BNGELHARDT, Shorter, 
Alabama, former Executive Secretary of the Citizens Councils of 
Alabama, has advised on several occasions that he is vigorously 
opposed to anti-Seraetic, hate-mongering organizations such as 
NSRP. Senator ENGELHARDT advised that as a prominent leader of 
the pro-segregationist Citizens Councils of Alabama, he has re¬ 
ceived correspondence of one kind or another from every other 
organization which claims to be pro-segregationist, including 
the NSRP, and is, therefore, familiar with the locations of 
active groups of such organizations* He advised on December 11, 
1956, that he has not heard of any active chapter or group of 
the NSRP located in the Middle or Southern (Federal Judicial) 
Districts of Alabama* He said that he was aware that the NSRP 
has a Post Office Box in Birmingham, Alabama, but does not know 
whether an active chapter is located there* 

Confidential informants familiar with Klan activities 
in Central Alabama have all advised that they know of no chapter

Mr. CONNOR continued that he had, as set forth In 
Birmingham alrtel dated June 18, 1960, been In contact with 
Governor ORVAL FAUBUS of Arkansas recently and had given 
FAUBUS a chance to denounce the NATIONAL STATES RIGHTS PARTY 
and Its use of FAUBUS as a candidate. Mr. CONNOR said that 
he had received on June 27, I9 60, a cop y of a letter which 
Governor FAUBUS had written to l I In which he repudiated 

the NATIONAL STATES RIGHTS PARTY, said that he, FAUBUS, was 
desirous of re-election for Governor on the Democratic Ticket 
and was going to remain loyal to the Democratic Party. He, 
therefore, said he wanted the NATIONAL STATES RIGHTS PARTY to 
discontinue publicizing his name as a possible candidate on 
their ticket.

* (14) The following is a portion of the statement of Judge Rao, upon- 

finding the defendants guilty. ^ 

The CQURT;''"I'm satisfied the acts were such that they r/ere not in¬ 
tended to provoke a breach of the peace...l'm trying to put in the background, 
the issue of race, - but we necessarily must discuss it to determine whether 
the acts were such that they would provoke a breach of the peace." 

The COURT: "ALL three defendants are guilty of this charge." 

Ihe COURT: ”1 decided this case. How, in my opinion, they are anti- 

Seraetlc." 

The COURT: "You see, these boys ore full of philosophies - - they do 
a lot of reading." 

* (15) Judge rao has said he is trying to be impartial - yet, even 

though the charge is Disorderly Conduct, he says - "we must necessarily dis¬ 

cuss the issue of rode." But WHAT has the racial issue to do with the case? 

Why is the fact that the accusers against the three boys, are all of the Jewish 
race being stressed ? The Judge has said that he particularly mentions the Jew¬ 
ish race because of all the suffering the Jews have gone through. But docs this 
actually have a bearing on the charge " disorderly conduct "? 

Mrs. Dodd now replies to the Court on this question. 

Mrs. Dodd: "Let me say that they(the defendants) have discussed with 
me the fact that they feel that Coraioimism begets "anti-Semitism," that the Com¬ 
munists use the Issue whenever it's convenient to them, and FOR THAT REASON, they 
hate the hypocrisy of the Communist movement, when they try to promote what they 
(CoDUQunists) say is "peade" and "brotherly love." The Communists have most cru¬ 
elly used the question of anti-Semitism whenever it was convenient for them." 

"WHY ISN'T THIS CASE LIKE ANY OTHER 722-2(DISORDERLY CONDUCT)?" - 
Judge Rao' s statement. - _ 
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* The three boys have been found guilty of disorderly conduct. On the 
question of sentence, District Attorney Schwartz had this to say: 

' (16) Ur. Schwartz: "Your Honor, I'm going to urge the Court, In 

this Instance, to punish the defendants. I would like to see them punished. 

Your Honor, because I don't want to put the office, or myself, in the position 
of being vindictive....These defentants haven't shown any repentance. They 
haven't shown any tendency to take a step backward.... these men cane In here 
and testified without humility. >It isn't a question that they were reluctant, 
sorry, apologetic. They haven't shown me any of that, in this court - today." 

* The District Attorney urges stiff punishment because the defendants 
have shown no remorse. Remorse for WHAT??? For OPPOSING Communism? For 
sticking to faith - and principle? 

*■ On the question of sentence, Mrs. Dodd speaks in behalf of one of her 
clients, Hu^ R. Bruce. Judge Rao answers. 

(17) The COURT: "Don't talk to me about Bruce, Miss Dodd. I'mnlook- 
ing, and observing himj I've observed witnesses on the stand during ray time of 
eighteen years of practice, and also while I've been on this bench the past 
three years. I can tell when people are dediGated....He is. Boyl Is HE dedi¬ 
cated! " 

"WHY ISN'T THIS CASE LIKE Ai!Y OTHER 722-2(DISORDERLY CONDUCT)?" - 
Judge Rao's statement. 

The COURT: "ALL RIGHT! The sentence of this court is that all three 
defendants are each committed to the workhouse for a period of ninety days." 

* (18) NINETY DAYS for "disorderly conduct," - an offense that is less 
than a misdemeanor, comparable to smoking in the subway! NINETY DAYS for this 
offense is almost unheard of! 

* You have read excerpts from this trial. Now - - ask yourself - - 
"Why ISN'T this like any other case 722-2(DISORDERLY CONDUCT)?" 

* Following a meeting announced in " The Worker " - official Communist or¬ 
gan - speakers at which were CITED in a House Un-American Activities Report, - 
three American boys who PROTESTED AT WHAT THEY HEARD,...were accused of breach¬ 
ing the "peace" - by three people who were just "accidentally" at the meeting. 
One of the accusors claimed to be a "Rabbi" - although he could not even name 
his congregation - nor his Seminary(school). The three boys were not permitted 
to speak in their own defense at the arrignment, and were subsequently held in 

a total of 5J45,000 BAIL - an amount exceeding that placed on bank robbers, 
rapists, and murderers. In a trial hold on January 29, I960, a Friday,, between 
the hours of 12-3 P.M. - the boys were found guilty of disorderly conduct, 
and sentenced to THREE MONTHS EACH IN THE WORllHOUSE.

We are vitally concerned with the wave of reported "antl.semetlc" acts and 
are detlndned to discover the true source of the agitation. We shall Join ulth 
honest Aaerlcans in opposing any real attempt to blot out the American standard of 
Justice and freedom for all people, ^t we cannot allow these Incidents, no matt¬ 


er how abhorent, to be used as an excuse for persecuting those vdio have different 
poltltlcal opinions.

One of the cases in point relates to the charges of disorderly conduct against 
three American boys; Hugh R. Bruce (17), Seth D. I^an (21) and Gilbert R. De Hello 
(20). The three boys investigated a meeting in Union ^uare, a public park in New 
York City, which was addressed by a number of well known Connmmlst sympathisers 
and announced in "The Worker", official Communist organ. 


After the meeting was over, a few people remained in the square, among vhom 
were the defendants. A debated discussion followed' between then and other bystand, 
ers. Several bystanders accused the boys of being German agents, Nazis and Fascists. 
While the three young men were leaving the park, one of the'adults who had accused 
them, brought a policeman and Insisted upon making a citizen arrest. The policeman 
refused to listen to' the 'defendants' charge that they had been collared and threat- 
ened by the adults. The policeman further refused to listen to the charge that an¬ 
other of the adults had attempted to provoke an assault by daring the defendent 
to strike him. 

The defendants (the three boys) were taken to the police station on East 22 St. 
where they were searched and locked up without being given the opportunity to tel¬ 
ephone their families and counsel. Arrainged in Night Court before magistrate 
Irving Schreckinger, they ware not pendtted to speak to explain their side and 
when they requested an opportunity to explain their side Magistrate Schreckinger 
retorted, "No, you may notl" The boys were held in $15,000 bail each, totalling 
$ 45 , 000 . This ammount exceeds the ammount placed on robbers, rapists and murderers. 


The trial was held three days later on January 29, I960, A Friday, between the 
hours 12t00 - 3>00 p.m. The youths appeared before another magistrate, sitting in 
the adolescent court. Two attorneys appeared; Bella Dodd appeared for Hugh Bruce, 
having been retained by his parents; Joseph Gil appeared for Gilbert De Itello. 

Seth Ryan had no attorney. V^en the case was first called, Mrs. Dodd asked for an 
adjournment for the purpose of intervie%<lng witnesses and to have enough time elapse 
so that the violent propaganda which had appeared in the newspapers might have a 
chance to die down. The motion for adjournment which was vigorously opposed by the 
District Attorney Schwartz was denied. 9i ^ 

VAien it was pointed out to the Judge that Seth Ryan was without attorney, the 
Judge, detirrained to have an immediate trial, was prepared to appoint an attorney 
(court appointed attorney) when Seth asked Mrs. Dodd to represent him. Mrs. Dodd 
renewed her request for adjournment for time to interview Mr. Ryan' 
case, which request was also denied. The Judge granted a few minute 
give Mrs. Dodd a chance to talk to Mr, Ryan and the result was a fqW minwt^ 
ference without police guard.

The assistant district attorney, Allen G. Schwarti, vehemently opposed adjourn- 
ment stating that ho had all of his vitnesses in court that day, and refused to rec¬ 
ognize that the defense counsel had the right to bring witnesses, too. 


The ^reo boys were found guilty of disorderly conduct under Section 722-2 
and tvere sentenced to 90 days in the workhouse vrft^dch is an extremely severe son - 
tence rfor an offense which is not even a misdemeanor, 

A transcript of the trial is available. Serious minded Americans vdio read 
the record must ask themselves: 

1) Did the actions of these boys constitute disorderly conduct 7 

2) Why did the police arrest the young defendants, but refuse to listen to 
the counter charges ? 

3) ’/Aiy should a total of $45,000 bail be asked for a charge which is not even 
a misdemeanor, and a higher rate than is generally asked for those charged 
\d.th murder, rape, and bank robbery, 

4) Isn't ninety days (3 months) an extraordinarily heavy sentence for a 
youth charged with disorderly conduct 7 ' 


An appeal is now pending and will be heard within the next thirty days, A 
committee has been organized to guarantee the protection of the rights of the 
youthful defendants. There are expenses involved in preparing the appeal.

A, J, MUSTE called the meeting to order at 
about 8:30 p.m. He was the first speaker and 
continued as ftocbrEfcor through the meeting. MUSTE 
stated that the purpose of the APS meeting was to 
have Socialists of various tendencies get together 
for an exchange of views In a free and untrammeled 
discussion. It was his hope that Socialists could 
get together oh specific Issues, such as Civil Rights, 
Negro Rights, Abolition of Nuclear Weapons and the 
like. 


MUSTE said that opposition to the APSE comes 
from two-quarters: from Senator EASTLAND and J. EDGAR 
HOOVER, MUSTE stated that he has refused and would 
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continue to refuse the information demanded by the 
Eastland Committee. He told the audience that the 
American Civil Liberties Union had informed him 
that they would be happy to give him any aid needed 
as the result of his stand taken before the Eastland 
Committee, 


MUSTE asked any employees of the FBI present 
to take the message contained in his next remarks to 
Mr. HOOVER; He charged that Mr, HOOVER was pro¬ 
stituting his office when on one hand he claimed that 
the files of the FBI were super secret, while on 
the other hand on his own initiative, HOOVER made 
public statements smearing certain people, including 
MUSTE and' ELEANOR ROOSEVELT, as allegedly Communists 
because they signed the "Amnesty Appeal." MUSTE 
charged again that Mr, HOOVER was prostituting his 
office when he alleged that MUSTE and other impartial 
observers at the CP National Convention of February, 

1957> were Communists or Communist sympathizers.

During the question period, DELLINGER 
was asked how he could be an anarchist and a pacificist 
as well as a Socialist. DELLINGER replied that he 
was an anarchist because he Is against power 
governments. He Is a pacificist because he opposes 
force and violence. He felt that the fact that he 
was an anarchist was no bar to his cooperating with 
Socialists or vice versa. During his answer, he 
pointed out that he had served a Jail terra for his 
refusal to bear arras while his b-i7®ther supported 
and participated In the war. He pointed out that 
this did not lessen their brotherly feeling for 
each other. 


I_[was asked to comment on a set 

of facts related by an unlmown male. This Individual 
stated that seven friends who were very dear to him 
had been expelled by the Los Angeles CP because they 
associated with members of the Socialist Workers 
Party. He asked that If this was the attitude of 
the CP how could they be expected to cooperate In 
something like the AFSE. I I replled that 

he was not familiar with the incident described. 

He said his presence on the platform was the best 
testimony as to how he, a Communist, felt about 
cooperating vrith other Socialist groups. 

One questioner asked FARRELL DOBBS v/hether ‘ 
after his e:q)erlences with the CP In years past, 
he felt the.CP would or could contribute anything 
to the APSE, ■ DOBBS replied that he had many ' very ‘ . 
basic differences with the CP but he believed that 
the CP could and would contribute to united action 
on certain specific Issues and programs. 
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When DOBBS coucluied, BLUIIBEHG requested 
permission to make some comment on the same question. 

He agreed with DOBBS that there were many very 
basic differences between the CP and other Socialist 
groups generally and with the SWP in particular. 
However, BLUMBERG felt that these differences 
should be discussed in an effort to get together.

MUSTE, throughout the program, while 
introducing the speakers, made several comments of his 
own. He stated that the AFSE v/as operating on the 
principal of "non exclusion,” That is,any Socialist 
tendency was welcome to cooperate with and join vrf,th 
the National Committee of the APSE, There was one 
exception, however. In order to avoid the charge of 
Communist domination and to encourage the die-hard foes 
of Communism to participate in the APSE, it was decided 
to limit the number of Communist members of the 
National Committee of the APSE to two.
